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REMARKS 

This Application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action mailed 
November 21, 2005. Claims 1-20 are pending and stand rejected % 

Claim Objectives 

Claims 1 and 15 were objected to for informalities. The informalities raised have 
been addressed by amendment. Favorable action is requested. 

Double Patentine 

Claims 1-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as claiming the same invention as 
that of Claims 1-54 of U.S. Patent 6,602,920, Claims 1-36 of U.S. Patent 6,323,247, and 
Claims 1-54 of U.S. Patent 6,130,260. The Examiner indicates that a timely filed Terminal 
Disclaimer in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.321(c) or § 1.321(d) may be used to overcome 
an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground. Without 
addressing whether or not this rejection is correct on the merits, Applicants submit a 
Terminal Disclaimer. Favorable action is requested. 
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CONCLUSIONS
